The secretary distributed financial 
statements to those: present, and out- 
lined ‘the year’s work, covering par- 
ticularly the collection: of taxes, con- 
quinnjal assessment, debentures and 
general financial standing of the 
Municipality. In dealing with the 
taxes it was outlined that despite the 
late threshing season and delayed 
crop returns, the ratepayers were lo 
be commended upon the faithful man- 
ner in which they paid their taxes, 
The District closed the year without 
owing the Bank or the Government on 
collections, and shortly after the 
close ot the year made arrangements, 
whereby the Hail Insurance Board 
were paid off; by so doing had netted 
district the saving of the December 
tt and the commission on the 
payment, a saving of about $1,500. No 
seisures had been made during the 
year, and no caveats filed under the 
Tax Recovery Act. The new assess- 
ment had been made, showing an aver- 
age value of about $1@ per acre to 
$20.00 per acre, but the Council had 
appealed the case and had received a 
very courteous hearing. No decision 
had been received as yet, but it is 
hoped that no material increase will 
be demanded, 

In regard to our debentures, there 


is $11,000 left unpaid on the original | 


$25,000 levied in 1914. The secretary 
also brought to the attention of the 
meeting the matter of the Bank ac- 
count, and a letter from the Royal 
Bank at Irricana soliciting the ac- 
Much discussion took place on 
this matter, and opinions seemed to be 
divided between leaving the account 


. With the Standard Bank at Calgary, 


where the district has banked for the 
last ten years, and moving the account 
to the Royal. The Royal offered the 
inducement of par exchange between 
Strathmore, Irricana, Calgary, and Ed-

Dep, Reeve 
Doukin gave quite a nice survey of 
the Council’s workings (in the absence 
of the Reeve), reviewing the seasons’ 
work of Public Works, stating that 
there had been graded 17 miles of 
road, under contract, which was very 
satisfactory, He urged this form of 
work preferrably to day labour.

‘sue is considered to be attractive, be- 
ing offered at 97 and interest, yielding 
an inté@rest return of 4.73%. 

The details of the bonds are similar 
to previous Victory Loan ard Retund- 
ing Loan issues, in that interest is 
payable at any branch in Canada of 
any chartered bank. It is understood 
that the present financing completes 
thé Dominion Government's require- 
ments for the current year. 


It is understood that the syndicate 
offering the bonds will again follow 
the policy of distributing them as wid- 
ely as possible by giving small invest- 
ors throughout the country a full op- 
portunity to participate, In order that 
bonds will be available, it is expected 
that it will again be necessary to allot 
larger buyers a less amount than ap- 
plied for. 


The" proceeds of the issue are to be 
used for refund-ing purposes and will 
be applied toward retiring $70,000,000 
of short term Notes, and $25,000,000 
of Bonds, maturing April 1st. Both 
issues were payable in United States 
funds and the new issue is another 
step toward meeting the financial re- 
quirements of the Government by bor- 
rowing at ome rather than abroad. In 
the present case, the interest coupons 
,on the new bonds will be payable only 
in Canada, whereas he Notes and 
| Bonds being refunded were payabie in 
United States funds.

Mr. Ross des- 
cribes the liquidation of agricultural 
loans throughout the west during the

Another reason given by Mr. Ross for 
the smaller amount of current loans, 
and one which is not encouraging, is 
that there is less demand for indust- 
rial purposes, He believes, however, 
that the increased prosperity of the 
west will soon begin to make itself 
felt in the factories, and that money

By the end of 1926 a gravelled high- 
way would be completed all the way 
from Athabasca on the north to the 
International boundary, 

A highway from Edmonton to 
Peace River would be cunstructed this 
year, and it was hoped to complete 
the motor highway to Jasper National 
Park, Twenty-five miles more con- 
struction would complete the road to 
the entrance of Jasper Park. 

The improved roads were having a 
great effect in attracting tourist traf- 
fic, over 22,000 tourists have regis- 
tered at the east gate of Banff Na- 
tional Park last year, 

He looked for great developments

The Minister's road program re- 
‘ceived general approval. Several op- 

, position members hinted that the in- 
creased program might be due to the 
approach of an election, but Mr, Ross 
rsaid that this was not so, and the en- 
hanced program was arranged so that 
the province could get the benefit of 
the Dominion 40 per cent. grant within 
the four year period. 

Finances in Good Shape 

The financies of the rural munici- 
palities, Hon. R. G. Reil, provincial 
treasurer, informed the House were 
in very kood shape, During the year 
only forty had had occasion to bor- 
row money, and at the close of the 
year only 29 owed the banks anything. 

The Government intended to bring 
in their farm loan measure as soon 
as the Farm Loan Bill was introduced 
in the Federal House, They believed 
that the loaning of money was the 
function of the Federal Government, 
but the Alberta Government would do 
all they could to assist the Ottawa 
Governmen in devising a _ feasible 
scheme, which would enable those 
who were in difficult circumstances 
owing to high interest rates to ex- 
change their obligations for farm loans 
at a lower rate of interest, 

25 Miles of Railway to be Built 

The most important announcement 
in the address of Hon, V. W. Smith, 
Minister of Railways and Telephones, 
; Was to the effect that 25 miles of rail- 
j way would be constructed this year 
irom «a point between Busby and 
Westlock. This line had been prom- 
ised first consideration several years 
ago, as it would afford marketing fa- 
cilities to a rich agricultural district, 
already well settled. Part of the steel 
for the line had already been purchas- 
ed,

Agricultural Survey 

The gddress of Hon, Hoadley, 
Minister of Agriculture, which 
cluded the debate, dealt largely with 
agricultural conditions.in the prov- 
ince. Te total value of all agricul- 
tural produce in 1925 was estimated 
at $255,000,000. The wheat yield 
averaged 18 bushels, giving a total 
yield of 103,000,000, the second larg- 
est in the history of the province, The 
value was $115,000,000, All field 
erops totalled in value $148,500,000, 
and forage crops $46,000,000. 

Dairying did not make the same
